YOUTHS HELD ON 
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Army Combs Village 
After Plane Shot 


Jeressiom Fest Military Beperter 
TELAVIV, Saturday. — The 
Arab village of Tira, in the Little 
Triangle, was combed by mili- 
tary forces from 4am. to 7 p.m. 
yesterday, after a reconnaissance 
Air Force plane was hit by a few 
bullets fired from the ground on 
Wednesday. There has been no 
official statement a6 to the re 
sult of the search. 

‘A civilian plane, owned by 
Chim Avir, was hit om the same 
day in the Kalkilya area when it 
crossed the Armistice lines by 
mistake. It had been engaged in 
spraying the fields.) 

The plane was circling low 
over the village, when shots were 
fired at it from the area. The 

lot's report was checked and 

is flight reconstructed on 
Thursday, to ascertain whether 
he was over Tira when the bul- 
lets hit the fuselage. 

On Thursday night, the village 
area was cordoned off and at 


day-break military police entered 
the village and proceeded to 
search it systematically for un- 
authorized persons or arms. 

This is the first time a plane 
has been attacked while dying 
over Israel territory and Army 
headquarters take a very serious 
view of the incident. 


Cooperation Lacking 

It has been long suspected that 
the inhabitants of Tira do not 
give the authorities the coopera- 
tien due from loyal citizens. The 
tracks of the Kfar Hess murder- 
ers, some two months ago, pass- 
ed through Tira lands, very near 


the village itseif. 
It could hardly be doubted that 
some of the watchmen in the 


felds had seen the murderers. 

The news of the Tira incident 
follows closely upon incidents 
from several Arab villages in 
Galilee that arms and infiltrators 
were discovered after villagers 
had refused to cooperate with 
the Army 

It is considered in Army circles 
that the Arab citizens must 
prove their loyalty to the au- 
thoritieg; if they do not, they can 
not complain if they are treated 
as disloyal. 

Rumours are being circulated 
among the villagers that Israel 
no longer has the support of the 
US. and that defiance will go 
unpunished.
